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REMARKS 

As originally filed, the present application included a claim of priority to U.S. 
Provisional Application No. 60/461,386 ("the 60/461,386 application"). In the first paragraph of 
the specification, entitled "Prior Applications," the originally-filed priority claim recited the 
following, inter alia: "Applicant claims priority benefits under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) of . . . U.S. 
Provisional Patent Application Sen No. 60/461,386, filed May 16, 2003." Accordingly, 
Applicants identified the 60/461,386 application as being filed on May 16, 2003. As the 
Examiner correctly points out, the 60/461,386 application does not relate to the subject matter of 
the present application. Indeed, the inventor(s) named in the 60/461,386 application do not 
match any of the inventors of the present application, and the title of the 60/461,386 application, 
"Powered Rotary Board Turner," does not relate in any way to the subject matter of the present 
application. Also, the 60/461,386 application was filed on April 10, 2003, not May 16, 2003 as 
erroneously identified in the first paragraph of the specification. 

Applicants have discovered that the claim of priority to the 60/461,386 application 
was a typographical error, as Applicants intended to claim priority to another application with a 
very similar application number. The correct and intended priority application is U.S. 
Provisional Application No. 60/471,386 ("the 60/471,386 application"). The 60/471,386 
application was indeed filed May 16, 2003, which is the filing date that was (incorrectly) 
identified for 60/461,386 in Applicants' original priority claim. In attempting to claim priority 
to the 60/471,386 application at the time of filing this application, Applicants suspect that a "6" 
was inadvertently typed in the application number instead of a "7," thereby causing the present 
confusion. Applicants became aware of this error when the Examiner pointed it out in the 
present Office Action. 

Applicants hereby petition the Director to accept an unintentionally delayed claim 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) for the benefit of prior-filed Provisional Application No. 60/471,386, 
filed May 16, 2003. Applicants submit that this Petition is proper and should be granted, as it 
satisfies all three requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(6) as follows: 

(i) Applicants have amended the specification to correct the typographical error 
and thereby recite the proper and intended claim of priority to U.S. Provisional Application No. 
60/471,386, filed May 16, 2003. Applicants included such amendment to the specification in 
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Applicants' Response to Office Action dated November 1 5, 2006, filed herewith. The 
amendment changes the first paragraph of the specification to recite: "Applicants claims priority 
benefits under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) of U.S. Provisional Patent Application Ser. No. 60/462,065, 
filed Apr. 1 1, 2003, and U.S. Provisional Patent Application Ser. No. 60/161,3 8 6 60/471,386, 
filed May 16, 2003." 

(ii) Applicants submit herewith the surcharge fee as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 

1.17(t). 

(iii) Applicants hereby state that the entire delay between the date the claim was 
due under paragraph (a)(5)(ii) of 37 C.F.R. § 1.78 and the date of filing the claim for priority 
herewith was unintentional. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that Applicants' original claim of 
priority to U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/461,386 be changed so that the application 
claims the benefit of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/471,386 instead. Applicants further 
request an updated Filing Receipt showing the corrected priority claim to U.S. Provisional 
Application No. 60/471,386. Applicants submit herewith a copy of a revised Application Data 
Sheet, attached hereto as Exhibit 1, showing the corrected priority data. 

(Applicants note that the present application also claims priority to U.S. Provisional 
Application No. 60/462,065 Cthe '065 application"). The claim of priority to the '065 
application is correct, and it remains unchanged.) 

Prompt and favorable consideration of this Petition is respectfully requested.
